To  the  Director. 

SMITH  [SHIT]  ri]  has  passed  00  [the  following]  [a]  information: 

1.  He  has  had  a talk  with  M3RRIS0N  [b]  [ll]  (Deputy  Chief  of  the 
Russian  Section  [OTDEL]  of  O.S.S.).  The  latter  stated: 

(a)  At  the  War  Department  there  Is  a group  of  officers  Known  now 
under  the  name  of  "the  Twelve  Apostles".  The  latter  consists  mainly  of 
officers  of  the  Intelligence  Division  [OTDKL]  (02). 

(b)  SMITH  has  identified  through  MDRI80N  only  three  of  the  members 
of  this  group:  TRUMAN  [B*  SMITH],  KACGOIHB,  CIAYTOW  (all  from  02). 

(c)  In  this  group  there  is  being  propo gated  the  idea  of  war  with 
the  USSR 

[ 24  groups  unrecoverable  ] 

W3RRIS0N  considers  that  preparation  [PODOOTOVKA]  for  war  with  the  U88R 
was  recently  begun;  that  the  direct  ala  la  to  pave  the  way  for  the 
maintenance  in  the  IBA  after  the  war  of  a large  army,  which  in  turn  will 
peisdt  the  higher  officers  to  Keep  their  ranha,  high  ratea  of  pay,  etc. 

(e)  In  lORISCa'a  opinion  this  Idea  constitutes  also  one  of  the 
measures  of  the  military  cll<jue  In  paving  the  way  for  the  establishment  of  a 
military  dictatorship  in  the  country:  "[1  group  garbled]  that  friction 
within  the  ROOSIVEff  AAainlstretlon  and  between  that  Administration  and 
Congress  [5  groupa  unrecovered]  In  the  conduct  of  the  war  and  the  post- war 
transition  of  power  Into  the  hands  of  the  military". 

2.  Later  SMITH  had  a talk  (together  with  HOTSON)  with  Stuart  HAUJBI  (an 
employee  of  the  bureau  for  working  exit  plana  for  the  administration  of 
liberated  countries,  a prominent  CHICAGO  correspondent).  He  also  spoke  of 
the  present  tendency  towards  a military  dictatorship  which  is  supported 
by  a section  of  the  big  Industrialists. 

3-  Herbert  WOLWER,  [ill]  an  employee  of  the  Department  of  Finance  [iv] 
also  spoke  to  SMITH  on  this  sane  subject.  He  called  this  tendency  " a 
striving  for  a dictatorship  of  the  Fascist  type  ". 

4.  At  one  of  the  universities  a group  of  8l  army  officers  has  completed 
training  in  Russian.  . It  Is  intended  for  the  formation  of  a General  Staff 
special  Cryptographic  [c]
